The evidence before the coron- 
er's jury went to ehoiv that Bazillo and 
party were (ihrouxh liqaor) on the "war 
path;" that they invaded the tont or camp 
of Charley, forced liiui to drink, and after- 
wards beyaii liglitiufi. Hazillo and jiarty 
began the row, and Charluy acted in de- 
fence oi hia home and person. The above 
was, fully aubatantiated before the justice's 
-fiourt. 

The Bttorney-freneral has bean asked 
"for advice a« to whether Charley should 
at once bo discharf^ed, or committed. Mr. 
Spinks fought hard foe lii.s iintnodiate re- 
lease, quotiny e.Nlenaively frimi standard 
precedents that the killing wa.i jiistitiable. 
The justices fully agreed with Mr Spiuk.s, 
but were doubtful as to it being within 
their jurisdiction to diachargo a man who 
had killed anui her.

would net leave hia work and get him 
licj^jor. What liqui'r he gave was through 
fear (or at least so Mr Spiiika C"ntended) 
fhe inah who supplied the chief part of 
t!|B whisky when he heard of the shooting 
boat a hasty rdtreat, and so f.ir ho hati 
pscaped arrest. The nutliMrities have 
been moat aotivs in bringing to justice 
any one suspected of baliig directly or in- 
directly ooncerned in an all'air which haa 
caused considerable talk, feeling, expense 
and trouble to ilioae wfio are obliged to 
take cognizance of matters connected 'vilh 
the prii.tectinn of life and property and 
enforcing law and order throughout the 
district.

What the San Francisco Police 
Found. 

A Brunch or tlic Plotters In 
Tfctdrld.' . 



San Francisco, Dec. 10 — Some time 
ago the police obtained informatioa of the 
u.\iateQce ' of an orgauizitioh; called the 
jSocialistio Revolutionary association, 
which it was assorted was composed of 
extra ultra socialiotic members. A cloao 
wateh waa kept upon thoir movements 
and the police tinally succeeded in ol>tain- 
iiig the minutes of one of their meetings, 
held November 23. From theae facts it 
was 'discovered that it was the iutenteii- 
tion of the 1 association to put out of tho 
vay about twenty men, including W. T. 
Cuioman,* Oongressimin ^V W. .Morrow, 
Oen. \V 11. L. Harnea, j\layor Bartlelt, 
U. S. .Tudgo Lorenzo Sawyer, Loland 
S utiford, Chas. Crocker, Gov. Stoneman, 
t ie principal police ofKcials, and others. 
These names were placed on u prospectivo 
list and placed in the hands of the execu- 
tive committee to carry out tho orders of 
the association. Tho committee wore to 
devise the best means to accomplish the 
ends of tho base plot, and were thua en- 
gaged when their work was brought to a 
sadden torininatioD last night by the dia- 
c )vcry of the asaasaina' headquarters, at 
90O Montgomery avenue, by iho police, 
and the arrest of the four men found 
therein, who gave vhoir names as Julius 
0. Kooehcr. Henry Wnianian, Charles 
Jliddolstadt and Oscar Eggera. In tho 
room were also found -i complete labora- 
tjry for the manufacture of infernal ma> 
chines. The men were taken to the city 
prison, where they boldly asserted they 
wero dynamiters, and that their 
purpose w;is to get rid of tho 
citizens named, and then raze China- 
town. The prisoners also belong to a Ger- 
man branch of tho Anti-Coolie league. 
No charge has yet been entered aganist 
the prisoners. It is known that the rami- 
fications of the asaociation extended to 
Portland, Seattle and Victoria, as well as 
other coast points of importance. The 
object of- tho association apparently was 
to remove all who controlled either the 
transportion systems, the mines, and capi- 
tal, as well as large employers of Qhineso 
labor. Further developments are ex- 
pected. 

Tho man, who gave tho name of Koo- 
sher, was arrested; he is also kliown as 
Kowaljkix. He is a Russian, and speaks 
several languafjes. He ranted a small 
room on Lombard street. According to 
his story ho was formerly a banker at 
Kief, Russia, btit being a Jew was driven 
from the country and lost all he had. Ho 
came to New York and was appointed 
agent of a Jewish relief society, and vis- 
ited Orifgon and Washington territory to 
take up land for his people. Ho was to 
receive §000 from every family for whom 
he procured a government settlement. 
He claims that Henry Villard assisted 
him in his labors, He recently came to 
this city and ideniificd himself with the 
aiiti coolie leaguers. Chas. N. Milstadt 
is president of the Third ward anti coolie 
club and vice-president of a German 
branch of the same. Elo i.i a German by 
birth, 2-1 years old, and resided at 40i 
Geaiy au-eet. Ill hia room the detectives 
found 300 badges, bf«ring the letters "D 
A. 0. L " Qmut Kggers lives at. 812 
Clementina street, and is a peddler hy 
occupation He ia 36 years (,f ago, and 
speaks very little English. The bombs 
which wero found are made of gas pipe, 
from five to seven inches long about 
one inch in dianieter. While Captain 
Lees was handling tho machine and 
bombs Weisman cautioned hiin to be 
cartful. "Don't handle them," ho said, 
"so roughly, yo-u might blow us all to 
kingdom cunie." After the four tnoii had 
been handcuffed Weisman again said: "If 
it leaka ont that you have us under arrest, 
and if you do not take us down in a car- 
riage BO that wo will not be seen in your 
charge, I will not be answerable for your 
life, my y,oung friend. Let mo tell you 
that if any body wants to take you from 
me there won't bo much of you left when 
we get through." 'J'he prisoners have 
been charged with misdemeanour, for un- 
lawfully storing giant powder The high 
est penalty la six mciiilhs' inipriu nmeiit 
or one thoii.sand doll.ir.-i fine. Further do- 
velo pmentB are expected when tho men 
are called for examination. 

Tho leader of the band of dynamiters is 
Henry Weisman, a Bavarian by birth, a 
chomiat by profession, and 25 years old. 
Ho resided with his family on Pacilic 
street. On being questioned, ho said- 
"My intention was to aid in enforcing 
what O'Donnell told aa waa law against 
Chinese. The only thing that troubled 
me was that Coroner O'Donnell was al- 
ways saying that Chinese wero well sup- 
plied with arms; that they had armories 
in Chinatown and drilling with Winchoatei;' 
rifles. I waa afraid that when the Chinese 
were ordered to go tj^ey wo^ld roniat and 
i^'tta'ck oqr people. ^, therefore, resolved 
Id experiment and see if I oould not in- 
vent superior weapons. I commenced ex- 
perinienta twelve days ago,' and purchased 
some dynarpite. My idea was to make 
son^ethina that oould be throiyn liko hand 
grenades. \Vo experitnented at different 
limes under rocks, near the Cliff House, 
but the results were nnsatisfatory . O'Don- 
nell knew we were oxperiiiionting. Ho 
tiad Often talked of (^yna^iiifp, ^pd Jje 
called ■ hja iiew8p^{iP¥ tl\e' Anti-Og.olie 
pyiiamitey.

WAS FKE81DENT JOHNSON A 
DISUNIONIST! 

Mr. Boutwell has wriltoii an article fur 
the North Amurioait Review on a subioot 
that has in a K'leAt measure lost its inter- 
est tu the outside world — the plot and 

mulivos of Proaidont Johnson. It is 
wuil kiiowii to our readers that Johnson 
was elected to the oQice of vico ptosideiit 
during tho second presidential terra of 
Abraham Linuolii, luid that upon the 
assassination of Lincoln he succeeoded to 
the ofhco of proaidont. Johnson was a 
southerner by birth. He had many ycarB 
resided inTonnesao. Ho became a prom- 
inent mail in public life, and when the 
civil war aroao he took the side of tho 
Union auainst those who wero aoukiiii; to 
establish an independent republic in tho 
south b.isod upon negro slavery. At the 
close of the war tho party in tiio ascend- 
ant wua disposed to go much farther than 
even tht» president and his advisors, 'and 
it is not at all improbable that had Presi- 
dent Lincoln lived ho miglit liave boon 
the victim of that unpopularity that after- 
ward fell to the lot of liia successor. Wo 
have never had any reason to believe that 
President Johnson acted contrary to tlie 
ttdvioo of Mr. Seward, wiio had been tho 
chief advisor of Proaidont Lincoln, and 
who was regarded as the leader and tlie 
founder of tho republican party. Preiii- 
dent Johnson was impoached with a view 
to hia removal from the office of presi 
dent; but he was ably defended by ex- 
Judge Curtis and by Air. ICvarts, before 
tho court of inipcuclimont, and ho was 
acquitted by the vote of Mr. P'osaenden 
and the votes of uiliurs who may regarded 
as the most able men at that time in the 
republican ranks. There was a- wide dif- 
ference in the 'views between members of 
the party as to what were tho constitu- 
tional powers of tho proaWent. Mr. 
Boutwell condemns Johnson for under- 
taking to provide for tho reorganization 
of the govornmonta in tho southern states 
without the sanction of congress. Mr, 
Johnson acted upon the assumption that 
the state governments had been over- 
thrown by the civil war; that the terri- 
tory was a conquered territory, and that 
tho president liad the sainu power by 
proclamation to cull upon people to elect, 
a convention as the sovereign had in Eng- 
land by oomtniaaion under the great seal 
or by proclaijiatioQ to provide for tho oa- 
tablishmeut of a ropreaontativo govern- 
ment Ul a c(jlony. Tho London Adver- 
tiser remarks that llio view taken 
by the president of tho question 
was not void of plauaibility, and waa 
capable, at all events, of being signed 
President Lincoln himself went much 
farther in issuing a proclamation suspond- 
iug thd right to a writ of habeas corpua, 
and, in fact, churning for himself a dis- 
pensing power that with us would not bo 
for a moment recognized as falling within 
executive authority. The o.xocutivo has 
no power to auapend any act of parliament 
uhlesa such power ia ospreasly given, much 
loss to suspend an net which was ao in- 
timately connet^ti^d with the liliertiea of 
the people. We have no doubt that tho 
view taken by Pruaidoiu Liiicoln in this 
matter waa altogether erruiiooua, yet wo 
find those who liercely attack President 
Johnson had not a word to aay ugainst 
one who certainly adopted a much more 
high-handed meaaure. Mr. Bi)utwell, in 
the article befure ua, rolalea an interview 
that he had witii President Johnson, point- 
ing out to him that .ii hia opiaion coiigress 
alone could do what the president had 
undertaken to do upon his own responsi- 
bility. Tho president. Ml. Boutwell aays, 
informed him that ho did not propose to 
deal with any other state than North 
Carolina; that tho course which he waa 
faking -tvas purely exporimeutal, and 
' h0.wislxed the experiment of reorganiza- 
tion first carried out in that state. Mr. 
Boutwell says that ho asaurea tho presi- 
dent that if ho persisted in tho 
course upon which he had sot out 
it would certainly have the effect of divid- 
ing the republican party, and he subse- 
quently came to the conuluaion that this 
was precisely the thing at which President 
Johnson aimed, and Mr. Johnson subse- 
quently aaid to Mr. Stanley Matthews : 
"Wo are old democrats, and I tell you 
what it is, if this country is over to be 
saved it ia to be duuo through the old 
democratic par y," and this a.vowal, says 
Mr. Buutwell, IS the key to the whole of 
Mr. Joluijon'a presidential career. Mr. 
Boutwell aays that Mr. .Stanton, near the 
close of 18GU, informed him that ho waa 
much more concerned for tho fate of the 
country at that time than he had been at 
any time daring the war. President 
Johnson was reported to have said to 
General Grant: "If 1 should have trouble 
with congress, which side would you sup- 
port?"' To which General Grant replied: 
"Tbii'- would depend upon which aide tho 
law was." Mr. Boutwell regards this in- 
quiry as an evidence that Johnson con 
templated a conflici, with congress; that 
he waa disposed to repudiate a governmont 
that -had rcmairied loyal to tno Union, 
and that he .van i)re]j'iru(l to maintain his 
own view by fureo if necessary; in fact, 
General Grant in hi.s evidence before the 
impeachment committeo stated that he 
had heard President Johiiaon aay lliat if 
the north were not a unit, and one [larty, 
joined with the aouihern members from 
tho seceding states, were sulfieieiit to con- 
stitute a majurity, he did not soo why 
they should nut be the congress of the 
United States. President Johnson, it is 
said, again and again attempted to send 
General Grant to Mexico, although there 
waa no public reaaou to warrant 
him in taking such a course. Grant's 
account of Johnson's intentions 
was that he waa invited to go to tho presi- 
dent's oihcu. "I did ao, and found there 
the president and Mr. Seward. Mi*. Sew- 
ard opened his portfolio and road a lung 
paper contaiiig instructioim for my guid- 
ance in Mexieci. I informed the president 
that I had already informed him that it 
would be incoDVet.ient for me to go to 
.Mexico. Hv) urged me to do so. I re 
siated hia arguments. Ila grow angry, 
and rising from his chair struck tho table 
with his fist and aaid: 'I should like to 
know if there ia an ollicer in the army 
who will not oboy tny orders.' General 
Grant replied: 'I am an otlicer of the 
armj', but I am also a citizen; the ser- 
vice you ask me to perform ia a civil 
service, and, as a citizen, I decline it.'" 
That Mr. Seward and President Johnson 
desired to send Guneral Grant to Mexico 
is no doubt true, hut it ia not at all cer- 
tain that both Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Seward were not of the opinion that if 
'tbia .tiniied State's were to forcibly expel 
Maximillian and the French from tiio 
Republic of Mexico, thay mifjht, by cii 
gaging in such a contest, readily unite 
the American people for a more common 
.object. Tho majority of , the republican 
party at that time adopted a much wiser 
course.; Johnson was a man with a great 
;4eal of forpe of character, but ho was not 



by any means n statesman. His active 
support of the Union secured for him a 
position beyond his merits, and ho disa;>- 
pointed those who placed him in a posi- 
tion for which neither by his abilities nor 
bis previous training waa he at all fitted. 



Autumn Assizes. 

(Ucfore Mr, JniticL' W:ilkrm). 

Kegiua vs. Greer, — This now celebrated 
forgery case came up before the court 
yesterday, Mr. \V. J. Taylor (Eberts & 

Taylor) appearing for the prisoiiBP. 

Deputy .\tlornuy -General Irving open- 
ed tho case for tho crown, going over the 
evidence that would be produced to sub- 
stantiate the charuB. 

Messrs 0. Wilson, M. P, P., and Hon. 
\Vm. Smithe were the first witnesses, and 
gave evidence similar to that before pub- 
lished. 

J. M. Spinks gave evidence as to the 
arrangement with (Ireor to simat on the 
land and then doing ao, and also the ar- 
rangement for buying tho alleged Indian 
title to the land for the sum of $250, to 
bo provided by tha witness; also the pro- 
posal from Gareacho-Green's agent, J. B. 
Henderson, to 'bii}' wilness' interest as 
aoon as tho land wau securinl; tho refusal 
of tho chief cominissioiier mi the applica- 
tion tor pre-empting tho land, stating that 
the land referred to was not open for set- 
tlement. Several letters wore road by 
witness sent by him to Oreer, stating the 
disposal of the money and tho receipt by 
witness of a document from tho Indians 
disposing of their rights to tlie land. 
Thia was oncloaod in an envelope without 
any atateniunt or writing from Greor. 
Other correapundonco waa read aent to 
witness from Greer, stating that the land 
had been bought in his name and that 
there was big money in it. Witiieus went 
to Granville and there Oreer had handed 
him tho deod. (This la the iiiipeiiclied 
document.) Witiie.ss then sold out to 
Mr. Cireeii, at which jirisoner waa very 
much diaaatiatied, as ho thought ho had 
boon unfairly dealt with. Greer wrote a 
letter then, stating that only one Indian 
had signed and that he had secured the 
signaUires of tho other three in his own 
namo and he had a right to half the 
claim; but if the witness rtuulu uasiot him 
in getting his half and advancd money he 
would assist Spinks in getting another 
eighth in tho property with (irueii & Co. 

Witness, crosa-examinod by Mr. Tay- 
lor, stated that ho now thought tiiat the 
writing in the Indian reoeipt niid that of 
the deed waa that of Mr. i\lcTiornau. 

To the court — There was no mention 
made of any of the signatures being a 
forgery . 

Owen Fitiiatubba, sworn — Produced the 
statement made Ijy tho prisoner before 
Sir M. B. Begbie at the commiaaion of en- 
tjuiry. 

John Rickniaii gnvo evidence that Grocr 
had given him instructions to draw out a 
document with regard to improvumonta. 
Seeing it was concerning Indians ho went 
to Mr. Bulo and Mr. Eckstein had drawn 
out the document produced while he wait- 
ed. This he handed unsigued to Greor, 
who stated in the ovening he had got it 
all fixed. 

L. Eckstein gave evidence as to drawing 
out the document for Mr. Rickman. 

J. P. Walls, sworn, stated that the im- 
peached document was brought to hia of- 
fice, and interested with him were -N. A. 
Green. Hugh McDonald, T. B. Huln- 
phre^a, J.B. Be:idet8on and the accused. 
The w itness gave evidence to documenis 
produced si to that before the cum- 
mission. 

Cross-e.Numiiicd by Mr. Taylor — Mr. 
McTiernaii wa.s in my uliicu before tho 
impeached document came before the 
committeo, and asked tu see the docu- 
ment; handed it to him and asked him if 
that was hia aignatiire; he examined it 
carefully twice and said it was hia moat 
undoubtedly; lie s.-iid ho would swear that 
it was his signature, but expressed surpriae 
at the nature of the writing; thia was the 
the same day and befi^'e McTiernan gave 
evidence to the committee. 

EVENING SESSION. 
Indian Charley gave evidence that Sam 
Greor bought my house; Jim did not sell 

hia; don't know much about Jiin'.n affairs; 
iievor saw Sam Greer at Fraaer'a camp; 
I told Sam Greer he would get the ground 
by and bye ; I would take piitatoea out 
and go away; Greer came to see mo three 
times when in McTiernan'a house; Greer 
said he would buy stove, windows, ei>ivrt, 
etc. ; don't remember saying at pDliee 
cuurt lireor never waa on my lanil; d<iii't 
remember saying just met him at Fra- 
aer'a camp; J. C. Keith, cashier of tho 
Bank at iSew Westminster, in June, 188-4, 
said Puter McTiernan must have cashed 
check on 20th Juno, 1884. 

Patrick McTiernan. — Greerand Charley 
came to my ollice, I think Thursday; 
Greer wroto a paper; I signed it and then 
read it, but would not give it tu Greer 
because it conveyed tho land; never saw 
impeached docuiiient until I saw it in Mr. 
Wall's office; I would not sell Indiana' 
lands; never saw Jim; nevef left deed at 
Holbruok Mouse; the check was given rne 
by Groer and cashed on same day. 

CroES Examined — My duty is to protect 
Indiana; would not sell any of thoir rights 
without their consent; had o-jrreapondence 
with Dr. Powell (letter produced Novem- 
ber 17th, 1884,) relative to rights of In- 
dians to convey improvoiiient^ ; never had 
conversation with lingli Magco lUinut land 
in Isev/ Weitniiubter; never aaid that nig- 
nature was certainly mine, but awear 
Mr. Orr didn't tell mo that if I sold land 
land I might compromisB myself with 
goveriiiiienl. If tho check was cashed on 
the 20th of .lune Greer must have been 
at New Weatininater; it was two or three 
days after chock was cashed that I loft 
letter at Holbrook House. In spelling 
Charley's name I sometimes leave out the 
"e;" had people week in nny house. 

Elhi White, a niece of McTiernan's, hav- 
ing deposed to signing aoiiio paper aa a 
witness, whoso coiilenta she did not woll 
remembe 

Joseph Marrioii, awori), said that Greer 
etopped at his place in June, ISS-l; told 
me he had it all fixed with Indians and 
McTiernan; saw a document at commit- 
too; it was precisely tho same color aa 
impeached document. 

i'his closed tho case for tho prosecution, 
and court adjourned at 10 o'clock last 
night until nine this morning. 

(IlcfotoSir M. li. liOKliie, C. ,).) 

Regiim vs. Guinyow — Thia waa a case 
of alleged embez^loment and forgery, and 
occupied tho court nearly all day. Mr. 
Walls appeared for tho prisoner and Mr, 
Pooley for the crown. 

The case went to tho iury shortly after 
four o'clock, and a verdict of guilty waa 
shortly after returned. 

The prisoner was sentenced to three 
years in the penitentiary.

The grand jury are alao of opinion that 
licensing magistrates, provious to issuing 
licenses for tho onauiiig year, should en- 
quire carefully into the character of the 
various saloons, and that if in particular 
cases it is nsccrtaiiicd that ono or mure 
robberies havo boon committed on tho 
proiniaes of any saloon, that the license 
of such saloon be refused or the saloon 
in question be placed specially under the 
supervision tSt the police.

In saying that thoy probably had better 
scholastic advantages than 'hose after 
them might have ho meant that there 
were akogothor too many subjects taught 
in tho hinh schools, and that tho govern- 
niont would after a timo feel tlib stress uji- 
on their liinils and discontinue several 
branches. Tlioroforo, tho pupils of the 
present time shn^ild endeavor to do their 
utmost to gain the knowledge so gener- 
ously ottered to them. 

Trustee lleiateriiian .said that the ex- 
aminationa were very good. He. thought 
that gyninaatics should bo introduced into 
tho schools, aa that would help tho mind 
as wull as the body. He also wanted 
Latin dispensed with and Gorman and 
French substituted. 

In conclu-iion, Mofsra. Muir and Offer- 
haus gave those iirider their earo very 
good advice, and the former said that al- 
though Bomo wore diaapp^iinted at not 
getting a priz;^, ho would advise thoni to 
come back with fresh resolutions to en- 
deavor to get one next term. Mr. Of 
ferhaus said that since the new trustee 
hoard had come into power the .ichool had 
been able to obtain many things thoy 
iToro unable to get before, and on bulialf 
of the pMipils he would thank iho trua- 
tees for their attention.

(Jn Tuesday a roprosontation of tempor- 
anco workera in the province aaaembled 
at .Temperance Hall in ooiiventi.iii, and 
after organizing with Kev. E. Itobaon, of 
Nanaimo, aa president, proceeded to thu 
discussion of tho questions pwpsred by 
provisional committee, beginning with re- 
ports of delegates, which were aovoral of 
them very intereatiiig and encouraging, 
especially so-tlie remarks of Mrs. Thomas, 
of tho W. C. T. U. of Seattle. 

Yesterday morning convention again 
opened at 10 o'clock, and for several houis 
wan occupied with reports of deleKates.

' London, Dea 13. — The liberals will 
bo in a miiioriiy of from two to four. 
Many rumors are current respecting 
the probable course of events, but the 
only tfaiing certain is that Lord Sal- 
iab'ui'y will nor- resign before the taeet- 
ing of parlicment. Spveral ministers 
strongly utye imnu'diale resignution, 
but if Lord Salisbury and Lord Ran- 
dol|)li Oliurcbill agree to slay in, the 
rest must abide by tbeir decihion. 

The liberals are widely divided as to 
the policy the ])arty ouaiit to pursue. 
Gladstone himself is now the most ad- 
vanced of lil)eriils on the Irish ques 
tion. During the cabinet dissensions 
of last May, Gladstone supported 
Chamberlain's Irish proposals, a na- 
tional counoil included, wliiob f arneil 
was then ready to accept as a final 
settlement, but which the majority of 
the cal>in"t voted down. 

When the result of the present elec- 
tion became known, Gladstone seems 
to have resolved at once to come to 
terras wiih Purnell, and to accept a 
scheme of home rule, certainly em- 
bodying guarantees, of integrity of the 
empire, and probal)ly saving the pro- 
j)erty rit;hta of .Irish landlords. His 
colleagues have heard with dismay 
that their leader was prepared to enter 
into an alliance with Parnell, publicly 
to accept Ilia support, to turn out the 
tory government by his help and then 
dubuiit !o |:irliameut what he terms a 
constituiion for Ireland. They rcmon 
slruted sisongly, and reminded him 
that bo bad found it impossible last 
summer to induce the liberal party to 
sustain a much more moderate scheme, 
and expressed a belief that surrender to 
Parnell now would stock the country 
and probably fail, the result being a 
dissolution of parliament, a fresh elec- 
tion and a large majority again.st the 
new coulition. Gladstone has yielded 
to these representations, and the pro- 
ject has been shelved for the present. 

A 'Boy Kills two Indians, 

Mahsiifield, Wis,, Dec. 6. — News 
has reaclietl this city of a startling 
tragedy that occurred about ten miles 
west of this city, in the dense forests 
near Nasonville, on Wadnesday last. It 
apjiears that a boy about sixteen years 
old, named George' Andrews, was out 
hunting deer, and, striking a trail, fol- 
lowed it until the deer were started, 
when Andrews fired twice, badly 
wounding the deer, which, neverthe- 
less, broke and ran.,Younj; Andrews at 
once followed the trail, and, after 
about two hours tramping, on coming 
to a small clearing found two Indians 
busily engaged in dressing the deer. 
The Indiana had prev iously kijled An- 
drews' doe. Young Andrews, howe\'er, 
nothing daunted, at once orderetl them 
to abandon the deer, telling thsm he 
had shoi it, but they refused. On thf; 
hoy again dfinaniliiig thi' di'er. one In 
dian advanced towiini him with a knife 
and told liliii to leave or they would 
"lifpo" (i<d:) linn. But >oung An 
drews, innii-ad of retrenting, at once 
shot the ad Viincint; warrior dead, shoot- 
ing him througli ihe heart. The other 
Inaian jumped for his gun, but young 
Andrews was too quick and shot him 
through the head, killing bira instant 
ly. He than went to the settlenient 
and told his story, whicli was at (irst 
dihcrediieil; hut, on i:oing to the s[iot, 
the dead liodies of the braves were 
ifound where tbev had fallen.

A Tragedy Anions Vile People 
at Dillon, I1!oiilaita.

About the tin;e .Mk)rriH0ii turned 
from the clerk's desk, i'i--i ry Ijegan to 
use some abusive language toward 
^lorrison Bud the woman. Morrison 
8t(!pped outside the door, and Perry 
said: "I have a notion lo kill you and 
her and myself, and end this trouble;" 
and as ho .spoke, ilrt^w a largo army 
pistol and shot Morrison, the ball en- 
tering below the left eye. Death was 
instantaneons. Perry then turned ami 
tired at the woman who was retn.'aiing 
through the hack door of the restaur- 
ant. His aim was good, but soiiicone 
saw the revolver ieveletl in tlnit direc- 
tion and anatchetl tlui woman aside. 
The ball shattered her right arm. Per- 
ry then placed the pistol to his own 
head and blew out his brains. Dr. Pick- 
man amjiutated the woman's arm, and 
she is not thought to be in danger of 
dying.
